af Roanoke, Va., the city has developed
not only along commercial and Indus-

trial lines, but it han made great
strides in educatlon, Its publlie school
system  belng  second only to Rich-

mond and abreast of those In cltles
much larger than NMoanoke

The prosent system of publie schools
In Noanoke vinbraces six primary and

' grammar schools for whites, two slm-

flur schools for the cvolored, one white
high school, one night school and a
vacatlon school.

The reorganization of the sehool yys-
tem of this elty constitutes the most
interesting and important feature of
the school system. The Intermediate
achool, which I8 the ecrucinl point in
the proposed plan, I now nearing com-
pletion It i1s a hands2ome brown-
stone and cament bullding, having
thirty recitatlon rooms, an assemhly
hall  seating 1,050, two large study
halls, & gymnasium aboul seventy-five
feet square, and a roof garden for
open alr work. The manual training
and cooking will he offered in  this
hullding. All of the pupils of the sixth,
seventh and cighth  grades will be
brought to this schoal. 1

A number of Instructors in the inler-
medlute school will be men, thus giv-
Ing A roasonable combination of men
and women teachers for studenlg from
twelve yvears old., The course of sfudy
will be substantially the same as now
offered in the gpo-called grammar
grades, with the exceptlion that cer-
